5 1) Container (10) for liquid or semi-liquid food products such as drinks, 

milk or similar, wherein said container consists of a hollow body provided with 
an upper closing element near the neck (12), an open lower base (13) and a 
closing element (15) adapted to close said base (13) only after the filling phases, 
so that two or more of said containers can be stacked via the open base prior said 
10 filling phases, said filling phases bemg performed via said base (13) and with the 
container turned upside down, characterised in that once the food product 
contained in said container has been consimied, said base (13) can be completely 
eliminated, so that one or more containers can be stacked again. 

15 2) Container (10) for liquid food products as claimed in claim 1, 

characterised in that said base (13) can be con^letely eliminated by exerting a 
pressure on one side of tibie closing element (1 5) so as to create an aperture.
